For the present fiscal year it was a little over $4,000,000,000, w ha h 
w as higher than it had been for several years. 
For the next fiscal 
year, ending June

$244, 500,000. 
The increase happens to be just about as much as 
this w inter’s tax cut will probably am ount to. 
It is less th a im generation since frugal citizens were shocked 
by government expenditures of $1,000,000,000 a year.

citicism was m et with the boast that “This is a billion dollar coun 
try.” 
Today it is a four billion dollar country, and probably des 
tined to become a ten billion dollar country in another 20 or JO 
years. 
The war is responsible for a considerable part of this increase.

Fighting a Fire 
Cancer, says a prominent American physician, is “much like 
a fire.” 
It can he put out quickly if caught while it is still a spark 
or a small flame. 
But if allowed to spread, it will destroy the body 
in spite of all the medical firemen can do. 
“lf cancer is allowed to spread, and smoulder anywhere in 
the body, tis ti fire beneath the floors, it can only h e overcome after 
it hits destroyed a great deal, or too late to save the building. 
It j 
also spreads, if neglected, to other parts of th e body when no treat i 
ment is given, or treatm ent is improperly carried out.’ 
W hether in case o f a bod.ly fire or a house fire, the physician 
says, the main thing is not to he panic stricken. The patient or the 
householder should calmly face th e situation and call the Bremen, 
letting the experts have their way. That done, the great majority 
o f cases can he overcome in their early stages, without any spread 
c f the disease or any recurrence of it.
